II. Partly as Returns for the ſaid Goods there is exported 
a very great quantity of Stuffs, both Woollen and mixt with 
Silk and Worſted; all ſorts of Hoſe, Mohairs, and many 
other Goods of Britiſʒß Manufacture, to an immenſe Sum. 


HI. The ſaid Rich Stuffs of Foreign Fabricks, by their 
Goodneſs, Beauty and Novelty, confiderably help the Im- 


provement of Ours; and the Foreign Silver ſav'd out of em, 


when worn out, remains here. 


IV. The Act againft the Importing of Flanders Lace, ſoon 
occaſion'd the ſett ingup of Woollen Manufactures there, and a 
prohibiting of Ours ; which, tho' the ſaid Act was ſoon re- 
pealdzprov'd an irrecoverable Lots to our Woollen Manufacture. 
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For theſe Reaſons, and alſo conſidering, it 

might leſſen the Revenue, more than the 
Tax on Gold and Silver Wire is likely 
to increaſe it; It is humbly hop'd, Foreign 
Silks mixt with Silver and Gold, may 
mg to be lawfully Imported as be.
